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FOREWORD 


In 1977 the Programmes and Law Information Development 
Section of the Federal Department of Justice undertook to organize 
a survey of existing Law for the Layperson materials’ and 
programmes, with a view to identifying what needed to be done to 
make federal laws more accessible to the public. Using funds 
available under the Canada Employment Commission's Summer Job 
Corps Programme, teams of students, each working under’ the 
direction of a law student project leader and a law professor as 
adviser, gathered information in each of the provinces. The 
survey was so successful that it was decided to edit the results 
and publish. them.asw.a mational. directory of public, legal 
information. To fill in some obvious gaps and to bring the survey 
up to date, the Department of Justice obtained additional funds 
from the Summer Job Corps Programme in 1978. While some of this 
information may be outdated, and omissions may have been made, the 
Gati@guscOntained i1n\' this Directory reflects, as accurately as 
possible, the situation as of August, 1978. 


The Directory is comprised of thirteen volumes - one for 
each of the ten provinces, two national volumes (one English, one 
French) and an Index volume. It is the Department's intention to 
update the Directory on a regular basis and to publish replacement 
volumes from time to time as it appears to be necessary. 


Without the effort of many people in each province, the 
publication of this Directory would not have been possible. The 
Department of Justice wishes to express its sincere appreciation 
to all those citizens, groups, associations, institutions and 
agencies who provided the information for the Directory; to the 
survey teams who laboured with great enthusiasm and dedication on 
the task; to the law professors and others who volunteered their 
time and expertise as advisers; and finally to the project leaders 
who not only were responsible for directing the survey and 
reporting the results to the Department, but also Lor 
administering the project funds. In Ontario the project leader in 
1977 was Sheila Budd and in 1978 the project leaders were Robert 
Beaudoin and Greg Binkley. To them must go special thanks. 


The Department is pleased to have the co-operation of 
the Canadian Law Information Council in the final production and 
G@istribution of, the, Directory. This collaboration is appropriate 
as the Council is a Federal-Provincial body whose objective is to

USER'S GUIDE TO THE DIRECTORY 


The 1978 Canadian Directory of Public Legal Information 
- Ontario is one in a series of 12 volumes which comprise a 
catalogue of public legal information available in Canada. A 
separate volume has been published for each province, together 
with a National volume (available in both French and English) 
which catalogues legal information available from Federal 
Government Departments, Federal Agencies, National Organizations 
and federally-oriented commercial publications. in -add1tion to 
these 12 volumes, there is also a single-volume index which spans 
the entire 12-volume collection. 


This Directory is subdivided into five categories: 
Government, Public Groups, Private Groups, Media and Commercial 
Publications. Organizations are listed under the name of the 
town/city in which the particular organization is located. Look 


for the place name under the appropriate category in the Table of 
Contents. 


In the body of the Directory itself, organizations are 
listed together with their address, the name of a contact person 
and a short description of the functions and programmes of the 
Organization. Following this you will find a descriptive summary 
of the law-oriented publications and audio-visual material which 
are available from that particular source. 


At the end of this Directory, you will find two subject 
indexes: a subject index to organizations and a subject index to 
publications/audio-visual material. If you are looking for the 
names of organizations active in the subject area of "Women and 
the Law" for example, look under the appropriate subject heading 
in the "Organizations Subject Index" and you will find the names 
of such organizations together with a page number reference. if 
you are looking for "Women and the Law" publications, look in the 
"Publications Subject Index" under the appropriate heading. The 
reference is to the alpha-numeric part of the publication i.e. 
under the subject heading "Women and the Law" you will find 0-348.

FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMMES: 


The Ministry operates farm income stabilization 
programmes, the Crop Insurance Commission of Ontario, which 
manages an insurance plan for commercial crops, and the Farm 
Products Marketing Board which oversees 20 commodity boards and 
their marketing plans. Specialized branches include Agriculture 
Manpower Services which operates a placement service for farm 
workers, and the Extension Branch which provides on-the-fam 
advisory services to farmers through 54 county and district 
offices. The Foodland Development Branch reviews various lam use 
planning policies and official plans and their impact on 
agriculture and administers the Tile Drainage Act, the Drainage 
Act and the Agricultural Tile Drainage Installation Act. The Milk 
Commission of Ontario oversees the producing and processing of 
milk and milk products and also acts as an appeal tribunal for 
decisions of the Ontario Milk Marketing Board, Ontario Cream 
Products Marketing Board or the Milk Industry Branch. 


The Ministry provides technical information to the

This Ministry covers a broad range of functions 
under the general aim to promote high ethical business conduct for 
the needs of the marketplace. 


The Business Practices Division is responsible for 
the registration and regulation of bailiffs and of collection 
agencies and mortgage brokers. The collective use of information 
concerning consumers' credit rating is controlled by the Consumer 
Reporting Act under this branch, and companies which operate 
distributorships must register under the Pyramidic Sales Act. 
Within this branch a Consumer Advisory Service Bureau handles 
matters concerning consumer complaints. Complaints are researched 
and consumer's rights explained under the Consumer Protection Act, 
the Consumer Reporting Act and the Business Practices Act. This 
Bureau has eight regional offices for local enquiries:

Within this branch the business procedures of various professions 
are scrutinized and individual agents must be registered, these 
include: motor vehicle dealers and salesmen, Ontario travel 
agents (who also must contribute to a compensation fund from which 
consumers who have paid for but not received contracted travel 
services can claim), wholesale paperback and periodical 
distributors and real estate and business brokers and salesmen. 


The Commercial Registration Appeal Tribunal hears 
appeals from decisions to refuse negotiation or to revoke licences 
of the above professions and businesses. 


A Companies Division organizes and maintains files 
of required information on each corporation in Ontario including 
the corporation's address, date of incorporation and names of 
officers and directors. A Co-operative Services Branch supervises 
co-operative corporations throughout the province. 


The Ontario Securities Commission ensures that 
dealers, salesmen and advisors in the securities business are 
registered and carry on proper business procedures. The 
Commission investigates complaints and can cancel licenses. 


The Pension Commission of Ontario is responsible 
for the registration of any pension plans for employees and 
regulates the provisions of these plans, setting out certain 
requirements.

A Financial Institutions Division oversees the 
registration of insurance companies and loan and trust 
corporations and reviews the types of policies offered in the 
business. Within this division the Motor Vehicle Accident Claims 
Fund is operated to offer compensation for victims of accidents 
caused by uninsured motorists. 


A Credit Unions Branch supervises credit unions' 
activities and a Cemetaries Branch supervises the operation of 
cemetaries, mausoleums and crematoriums. 


The Technical Standards Division maintains certain 
standards of safety for consumers through various branches such as 
the Upholstered and Stuffed Articles Branch or the Elevating 
Devices Branch, the Energy Safety Branch and the Operating 
Engineers Branch. The Division controls the training and 
licencing of certain kinds of inspectors Or operators and ensures 
the quality of materials used in the manufacture of certain goods. 
A Building Code Branch sets uniform standards for the construction 
IMOUStry>. 


The Ontario Racing Commission is operated under 
this Ministry and controls and regulates horse racing and the 
Operation of race tracks and conducts hearings concerning racing 
mLractions . 


A Theatres Branch administers certain standards 
and specifications for theatre construction to ensure proper 
safety standards. This branch also reviews motion pictures and 
classifies them accoming to content. 


The Lotteries Branch issues licences for games of 
chance operated by charitable or religious groups. 


A, Prope rty,RightssDivision);regukates the 


registration of property through the Personal Property Security 
Registration System and the local land registring offices. A 
Legal and Survey Standards Branch sets regulations as to the 
quality of land registration reconis and surveys registered under 
such acts as the Boundaries Act and the Registry Act and Land 
UPeles LAC Tt . 


The Offices of the Registrar General oversees the 
registration and filling of births, deaths, marriages, divorces 
and changes of names in Ontario. 


The control of the import, sale and distribution 
of alcoholic beverages is carried out by the Liquor Control Boan, 


the Liquor Licence Board and the Liquor Licence Appeal Tribunal. 


The Rent Review Division holds hearings under the 
Residential Premises Rent Review Act concerning any rent 
increases. The Residential Premises Rent Review Boar operates as 
an appeal tribunal for a decision of.a rent review officer.

The Centre conducts workshops with various adult 
educators and helps community Organizations design their own 
consumer programmes. The Centre also acts as a resource centre of 
consumer information.

FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMMES: 


The Ministry is responsible for the probation and 
parole supervision of adults and for the operation of all 
provincially-operated correctional facilities for adult men arm 
women. Within institutions, the Ministry operates a wide variety 
of programmes aimed at the inmate's successful re-integration into 
the community. These programmes include trades training, academic 
upgrading, and the opportunity to learn good work habits through 
general maintenance of the buildings. The Ministry's Temporary 
Absence Programme permits selected inmates to leave the 
institution for a variety of humanitarian or rehabilitative 
reasons. Through this programme inmates may attend educational 
training courses in the community or work at a regular job, 
returning to the institution in the evenings and for weekends; 


a Gi 


those who work pay towards room and board at the institution. 
Selected inmates also take part in volunteer projects in the 
community, such as restoration of historical sites, snow 
shovelling for the elderly, working with retarded children, and 
many Other activities. Volunteer citizens are involved in a great 
number of projects in both the Probation and Parole Service amr at 
institutions. The major community service work of the Ministry is 
carried out by the Probation and Parole Service. This Service has 
responsibility for the supervision of all probationers and 
parolees, giving both direct supervision and services through 
social agencies on a fee-for-service basis. Also, the Probation 
and Parole Service operates a community service order programme on 
a pilot project basis in a number of communities across the 
province, providing a means of dealing with the non-violent 
offender in his own community. A service order provides for a 
specified number of hours to be worked at such activities as 
service to the elderly or handicapped, coaching a sports team, 
working with the Humane Society, or cleaning up and repairing 
vandalism caused by the offender.

FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMMES: 


The Ministry operates under four main categories: 
arts, sports and fitness, citizenship and multicultural support, 
and heritage and conservation. 


In the area of arts, the Ministry operates the Art 
Gallery of Ontario, as well as the Ontario Arts Council which 
promotes the study and enjoyment of the arts through grants and 
other assistance such as ONTOUR which sponsors local appearances 
of artists and performers. The Ministry also funds the McMichael 
Canadian Collection, OECA, the Ontario Science Centre and the 
Royal Botanical Gardens. 


The Sports Services Branch, provides assistance 
for sports-governing bodies and such programmes as the Ontario 
Summer Games. It administers a Coaching Development Programme and 
also operates the Ontario Sports Travelcade which carries sports 
resources to all parts of Ontario. The Office of Athletics 
Commission is also under this Ministry and licences various sports 
in Ontario. 


Two branches, the Citizenship Branch, and the 
Multicultural Development Branch, encourage the welcoming and 
Orientation of new citizens to Canada and the development of 
cultural awareness and intercultural exchange of information in 
the community. English as a Second Language (ESL) programmes 
instruct immigrants On government progress and social agencies and 
provide aid for community citizenship classes. The Multicultural 
Development Branch assists local groups and communities in the set 
up of intercultural workshops and provide consultative services 
for these groups. A bi-monthly newsletter, "Newcomer News", is 
published by the Citizenship Branch for immigrants. 


A Translation Bureau offers the services to 
immigrants who need official documents translated into English. 
In the area of heritage conservation, the Ministry operates the 
Archives of Ontario and also the Conservation Review Board which 
holds hearings concerning municipal designation of property as 


historically significant or the Ministry's declaration of an 
historic site. 


The Heritage Administration Branch gives grants 
or loans for the restoration) ofshistonicallyssignificant 
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buildings, aids the Ontario Heritage Foundation in the 
preservation of historic buildings and provides financial aid to 
museums Owned by municipalities or other groups. 


The Ministry administers the Ontario Lottery- 
Wintario through the Ontario Lottery Corporation. Proceeds from 
the Lottery are given to the support of cultural, recreational and 
sports projects. This division has its own Information Office for 
the Wintario Grants Programme. Phone (416) 965-2390. 


The Ministry also operates the Ontario Educational 
Communications Authority which distributes educational programmes 
to television and local cable systems and also has a video tape 
distribution system. CJRT-FM is administered by the Ministry and 
provides university level courses and other educational 
programmes. 


The Communications Branch of the Ministry provides 
an information service to the public but the Ministry remains 
de-centralized and inquiries should be made to the Field Offices 
which maintain contacts with local community groups.

FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMMES: 


The Ministry's primary function is to preserve, 
protect and enhance the natural environment of Ontario. The 
Ministry acts under the jurisdiction of four major acts: the 
Environmental Protection Act, the Ontario Water Resources Act, 
the Pesticides Act and the Environmental Assessment Act. 


The Environmental Assessment and Planning 
Division is responsible for the approval of applications for the 
design and operation of water, sewage and solid waste 
reclamation plants in Ontario. The Division also conducts 
technical research into pollution control programmes and also the 
construction of treatment plants, etc. A Labratory Services 
Branch conducts extensive research into such areas as water 
quality, pesticides and air quality. The Ministry also oversees 
the Environmental Appeal Board, the Pesticides Advisory Committee, 
the Pesticides Appeal Board and the Waste Management Advisory 
Board. 


The Ministry strives to inform the public of 
pollution dangers through such programmes as the Cottage Pollution 
Control Programme, in which workers monitor the environmental 
effects of cottages and report findings to the owners, and also 
generally inform them of the Ministry's programmes. 


The Information Services Branch assimilates 
information on the environment for release to the public and 
sets up various educational programmes to inform the public of 
such items as the cars and bottles regulations under the E.P.A. or 
boating and marina regulations or the general effects of 
pollution. The Branch publishes a bi-monthly magazine, 
Environment Ontario -— Legacy, which is available for the public. 
The Ministry also puts out various Fact Sheets on current 
environmental types of concern. The Educational Resources 
Co-ordinator under the Information Services Branch administers 
programmes to provide information on the environment to elementary 
and secondary schools. Study aids for teachers in sets for older 
and younger students are published as well as "newspapers" on 
environmental issues designed for students, entitled: Envirofacts 


and Fun and Ontario's Environment Today. 


This Ministry is operated on a regionalized 
basis and regional district offices carry out the assessment and 
enforcement functions of the Ministry. These local offices 
handle citizens' complaints and set up pollution control 
programmes for local industries.

In this section, are listed in alphabetical ower, 
by municipality, all public bodies. These are organizations which 
have a statutory basis and which also receive direction from the 
government. Therefore organizations which have a statutory basis 
but receive only financial assistance from the government will be 
listed in the Private section. 


There are two exceptions to the alphabetical 
listing of public bodies which appear at the beginning of the 
section. The first exception refers to Community Colleges. We 
have determined that there are four basic law-related programmes 
which are offered by Community Colleges. Rather than reproducing 
nearly the same information for each college we have instead 
prepared a composite listing which describes the four programmes 
and the courses that are taught. Following this is a list of the 
Colleges indicating which of the programmes they offer. 


The next exception refers to Public Libraries. In 
this case a general entry was prepared for all libraries since the 
majority of them provide nearly identical services. Following 
this entry are listed only those libraries which indicated that 
they provided additional services or that they published any 
law-related materials. 
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COLLEGES OF APPLIED ARTS AND TECHNOLOGY 


Colleges of Applied Arts and Technology are 
career-oriented post-secondary institutions serving major 
communities throughout Ontario. Programmes of study may lead toa 
diploma or certificate, and may include work or field experience. 
Courses are available on a full-time or part-time basis, or by 
extension. 


There are four structured programmes which 
incorporate a number of courses relating directly or indirectly to 
legal issues. Below is a brief description of each programme, 
together with a sampling of the type of law courses given.

The Ontario Legal Aid Plan exists to ensure that 
individuals who could not otherwise afford the services of a 


lawyer are able to receive representation. The services are, in 
the main, delivered by private practitioners. Through the 33 
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community-based legal clinics and six university-affiliated 
Student Legal Aid Societies, law students and paralegal workers 
(Community Legal Workers) are also involved in legal services 
delivery.

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FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMMES: 


This Branch of the O.P.P. offers a wide variety of 
educational services through local O.P.P. offices to the 
community. The O.P.P. employs 16 full-time staff at their head 
office and 104 field personnel to give advice and counselling to 
individuals as well as to carry out radio plus T.V. hot-line 
appearances and submit to legal advice columns where warranted. A 
Community Services Coordinator is posted at each of the sixteen 
District Headquarters throughout the province. These officers are 
equipped to give the public information concerning the various 
functions and specialized units of the Force where applicable. 


Speaker Programme: The Community Service Branch 
talks on all aspects of crime prevention and safety for various 
groups such as schools, service clubs and professional 


Organizations. The service is free throughout the province and 
the year.

The Community Legal Education Programme was 
formerly the Toronto Community Law Programme established in 1974 
to respond to the needs of people for basic information about the 
law and the legal process. It was begun and continues to operate 
on the premise that while legal advice is available to the public 
through lawyers and legal aid services, there is no source of 
legal information for the community. The programme is designed to 
teach basic law in areas of general concern. It is hoped that 
through legal education, people will be better able to protect 
their rights, know the legal remedies available and deal with 
lawyers from a more informed position - in other words, demystify 
the law.

15 areas of the law such as Making a Will, Buying and Selling 
Home, Landlord and Tenant Law, Marriage and Divorce, and 
a Immigration Law which are offered in libraries and community 
centres around Metropolitan Toronto, the surrounding area and 
Hamilton. These courses are usually held on two consecutive 
nights and are taught by lawyers, law professors, law students, 
and knowledgeable lay people who donate their time to CLEP. The 
courses are free and require no pre-registration. A series of 
courses are offered three times a year (1.e. fall programme, 
winter-spring programme, summer programme). In addition, special 
programmes are arranged for groups on request. 


Other parts of the programme include a Corrections 
Project in several prisons and training schools, offering 
programmes to inmates on laws of interest to them, such as You and 
Your Car, Landlord and Tenant Relations, Family Law. The High 
Schools Project provides law seminars for teachers and speakers 
for the classrooms, to supplement the regular law programme for 
students. The High Schools Project includes a bi-annual 
symposium, Fusion, for high school teachers of the law, which has 
a province-wide attendance of several hundred. 


In addition CLEP puts on a ten-week series on the 
law every fall on CJRT Radio (Ryerson), and is developing a series 
fori cable TV stations. 


Courses on areas of the law of general interest 
are also given in English as well as Italian, Greek and Portuguese 
with the assistance of various community Organizations of these 
ethnic groups. A series of 20 pamphlets on various areas of the 
law has been printed in these languages and English. These 
pamphlets are distributed free of charge through community centres 
and organizations.
